Criminal Fault Charged in Dam 
‘APPEAL 10 COURTS 


70 HOLD INQUES! 
ON FLOOD DEATHS 
AT SANTA CLARA 


Coroner Declares Some- 
one Must .Be To Blame 
for Southern California 
Water Horror. 


ENGINEERS INSPECT 
SCENE OF DISASTER 


Rumored .That Large 
Leak in Structure Was 
Reported Weeks Ago 
Without Action.

Los Angeles, March 14.—Prosecu- 

tion of responsible persons will be un- 
dertaken if faulty construction of the 
St. Francis dam is established as the 
reason for the flood catastrophe in the 
Santa Clara river valley. 

District Attorney Asa Keys, of ‘Los 
Angeles county, made that assertion 
today after Coroner Frank A. Nance 
had charged that criminal negligence 
was involved in collapse of the big 
concrete water barrier and release of 
its billions of gallons of water upon 
slumbering cities and ranches Mon- 
day night. 

“It is admitted that the-dam was 
not anchored to hard rock,” said 
Nance, in announcing that an inquest 
en the disaster deatha would -bhe held 
next week, “One end was fastened 
to shale and the other to a conglom- 
erate formation,” 

While a series of investigations was 
begun here, officials and engineers who 
cooperated in construction of the mam- 
moth St, Francis dam maintained that 
there was ho imperfections in its con- 
struction, These men will be called 
upon to testify at the coroner's in- 
quest, Nance said. 

Rested on Rock. 
Stanley Dunham, construction en- 


gineer during the building of the dam, 
was reached at his home in Independ- 
ence by the United News. 

“Many engineers visited the dam 
while it was being built and we never 
heard any word of criticism,” he said.

DAM DEATH TOLL 
NOW SET AT 204 
AS HUNT GOES ON 


Haggard Workers Delve 
in Gruesome Sand as 
Pitiless Sun Gazes in 
Brazen Sky. 


Santa Paula, Cal., March 14.—(#) 
Over a thousand men searched the 
sand-laden stretches of the Santa 
Clara river valley today and recover- 
ed only. a few more bodies to add to 
the known toll of the St. Francis dam 
disaster—set tonight at 264. 

Leaders of the search expressed lit- 
tle hope of easily finding the bodies 
of some 300 men, women and children 
still reported missing. 

“We have done all we can, scratch- 
ing the surface with pick and shovel,” 
said an officer directing the search. 

Surviving relatives and friends of 
the dead and absent, who crowded 
about the doorways of morgues, voiced | « 
2 commen. thought—that they were 
giving up hope. They surveyed the 
muddy wastes of silt, which buried 
their home lands and probably their 
loved ones, under one to 30 feet of 
barren yellow sand. ‘The haggard- 
faced and ‘weary searchers declared 
that probably for many it was the 
final burial place. 

The day’s search of mud-covered,. 
piled debris had brought in but two 
bodies at Fillmore and four at New- 
hall. One or two others. were unof- 
ficially reported recovered in other 
areas. . 

A glaring sun all day burned piti- 
lessly upon the bands of searchers and 
relief workers. It glared down into 
the torrent torn yellow gash, inten- 
sifying the lifelessness of the devas- 
tated, sand-strewn valley. 

Toll of Fleod. 


The toll in life and property, esti- 
mated from official ‘figures and the 
surveys of careful observers, stood as 
follows : 

Two hundred and sixty-four 
lost. 

St. Francis dam demolished, 

Los Angeles municipal power house 
below dam demolished. 

Five hundred homes destroyed or 
greatly damaged. 

Twenty linear miles of citrus or- 
chard land buried under many feet of 
mud and silt. 

Ten important bridges destroyed. 

State and county highways washed 
out at numerous points. 

Telegraph and telephone lines dis- 
rupted over an area connecting half 
a dozen, towns and a dozen smaller 
communities, 

ifteen hundred persons virtually 
homeless and many of these, tempor- 
arily at least, destitute. 

Live stock killed and drowned, un- 
estimated total.

Committee Will Take No 
Action Until New Board 
Assumes Control. 


With both factions firm in their 
claims to control of Grady hospital 
and the demand increasing for some 
move to put a permanent end to strife 
in the. management of the institution 
and to bring about an era of peace, 
indications Wednesday night were 
that a crisis in its affairs would be 
reached today. . 

Two important steps in the fight 
were taken Weilnesday, the first by

Production and Sales. 


Washington, March 14-— () — 
Widely divergent aspects of the uuset- 
tled sitnation in the Pennsylvania, 
West Virginia and Ohio coal fields 
occupied the senate investigating com- 
mittee today, with Ohio operators, a 
railroad purchasing agent and a self- 
styled “human engineer” following 
varied courses in their testimony, 

Frank Mallot, treasurer of the Shick 
Corl ecompany and president of the 
First National Bank of Bellaire, Ohio, 
testified that the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad had ceased purchasing coal 
from his concern when he announced 
that union mifers would not be re- 
pudiated. 

This happened, he said, after a 
“Mr. Dyson,” purchasing agent for the 
Baltimore and Ohio, had inquired by 
telephone whether the Shick Coal com- 
pany was going to continue on a 
union basis. 

“I told him we would continue,” 
said Mallot, “and he said he did not 
think they would be interested in buy- 
ing more coal, but he would leave it 
up to the proper authorities.” 

Thomas K. Maher, Cleveland, Ohio, 


president of the Maher Collieries com- 
pany, entered statistics which showed 
a decline in prices _ by railroads 
to his five mines for coal between 
1919 and 1927. He denied blaming 
the railroads for depressing prices in 
the past, and having used that as an 
argument for reduction of miners’ 
wages. 

“We usually got better treatment 
from the railroads than from others,” 
he said.

Youth Confesses to Police 
After He Is Caught in 
Theater. 


Scranton, Pa., March 14.—)— 
Three hours after he had shot and 
killed Dr. Gerald A. Kelly in his of- 
fices in Jessup, Joseph Kameniskey, 
Jr., 20, also of Jessup, was arrested 
in a theater here today. Kameniskey 
‘attempted to draw two pistols from 
his. pockets but was overpowered by 
the officers. : 

Hustled to police headquarters, Ka- 
meniskey was turned over to Sheriff 
G. C. Davis, to whom he confessed

RADIO COMMISSION| 


TO CONTINUE WORK 
DESPITE CONGRESS 


Secretary Hoover An- 
nounces Body Will Still 
Function Even If New 
Bill Is Delayed. 


Washington, March 14.—( United 
News.) —The federal radio commis- 
sion will continne to function under 
the direction of Secretary of Com- 
merce Hoover until action by congress 
to extend the. commission’s life an- 
other year, Hoov er announced today 
following a conference with President 
Coolidge. 

Hoover said he believed congress 
will act soon to lengthen the commis- 
sion’s life, and that he does not wish 
to disrupt its activities meantime. 

In this connection, the commerce 
secretary indicated he would. permit 
the commission to operate as it has 
been doing, even if the radio bill, ex- 
tending its life, is not passed by con- 
gress in time for the president’s sig- 
nature by Thursday night, when the 
commission’s authority expires. 

The bill continuing the commission 
as an independent body is now before 
senate and house conferees, who are 
endeavoring to adjust differences over 


the house amendment for rezoning of 
broadcasting . districts according tv 
population. 

Any ‘decision ,reached by. the con- 
ference must. be approved -by the sen- 
ate and house before’the bill can be 
sent to Mr. Coolidge fer signature.

SCORES SOOLIDGE 


Costigan Resigning, 
Charges Coolidge Ap- 
pointees Do Not Sin- 
cerely Desire Reductions. 


Washington, March 14.—(#)—The 
controversy that for more than two 
years has surrounded the activities of 
the tariff commission moved to a 
sharp and sudden climax today with 
the resignation of Commissioner Ed- 
ward P. Costigan, last of the original 
Wilson : appointees. 

In a letter filled with frank per- 
sonalities, Costigan simultaneously as- 
sailed President Coolidge and Commis- 
sioners Marvin, Lowell and. Brossard. 
At the white house, it was announc- 
ed that the resignation had’ been ‘ac- 


cepted. 

Costigan chafged Mr. Coolidge with 
a refusal to act on decisive evidence 
that certain tariff rates should be 
lowered. ‘The president’s course, he 
said, had “helped to wreck’ the com- 
mission’s usefulness.” 

Terming the three commiésioners 
“The Marvin Group,” Costigan as- 
serted that they had worked steadily 
for higher ‘rates and against im- 
portant reductions, “reckless on occa- 
sions in their treatment of facts and 
law.” 

Costigan’s charges were contained 
in a letter addressed to Senator Rob- 
inson, of Arkansas, the democratic 
floor leader, chairman of the senate 
committee appointed two years ago 
to investigate the tariff commission. 

Mr. Costigan declared that the “ma- 
nipulation of the commission - since 
1922 is but part of the total picture 
of present day Washington,” contained 

“in an era which history may yet 
summarize as the , age of Daugherty, 
Fall and Sinelair.” 

Chairman Marvin he deseribed as a 
“tireless and fanatical. protectionist, 
known in Washington as a tariff lob- 
byist for New England protected in- 
terests,”’ 

“No exposures, however discredit- 
ing, of bias, partisanship and the dis- 
trust of his associates, have suffered 
to break this New England slate,” the 
letter added, asserting that “it is well 
known in Washington that President 
Coolidge has long ceased personally to 
consult or place confidence in his own 
designated tariff commission ‘chair- 
man.’

In court the-defendant pleaded guilty, 
telling Judge W. W. Starr that he 
would have told of the crime before 
he was arrested but for the threat 
made against him by Sam Gower, who 
Tuesday was sentenced to death fol- 
lowing his conviction of the murders. 

Joe Price, son-in-law of Gower, 
Wednesday morning formally was sen- 
tenced to serve the remainder of his 
life in prison, having been found guil- 
ty by a jury shortly after Gower 
was convicted Tuesday afternoon. 

The jury considered the case of 
Gower barely half an hour Tuesday 
before returning a verdict of guilty 
without recommendation. Mercy was 
included in the jury’s verdict in the 
case of Price. 

Judge Starr determined that the 
one-year sentences, one on each indict- 
ment, were to be served concurrently 
by Sikes, which makes the maximum 
penalty one year on the accessory 


charge.

The state department of revehue,

The motor vehi@® license tax fur- 
nished $130,336.63, the audit showy'l, 
the remaining $88,291.56 being ‘de- 
rived from delinquent payments on 
occupational taxes. In collecting these 
amounts, the state was shown to pate e 
spent $47,919.03 during the year, #2, 
427.53 of this amount being commis- 
sions retained by tax collectors, the 
remainder representing departmental 
expenses, 

Sales of tax stamps hrought the 
state $877,220.96 for 1927, as com- 
pared with $761,207.79 for the vear 
before, the audit showed. Work ef 
sanding the stamps cost the stale 
$53,544.37, it was revealed, $836,035.- 
76 going into the treasury.

On tite 
repeated occasions when the McNars- 
Haugen ‘bill has been up for action 
during the past three years a consid- 
erable number of congressmen have 
been so subjected to what they re- 
garded as terrorism that they changed 
their votes and sacrificed their known 
convictions against the McNary- 
Haugen bill in order to vote for it. 
This sort of pressure, they think, will 
be lessened by this week’s incident. 
With’ regard to the attitude of the 
members of the» lower house about 
Hoover as a candidate for the repu- 
lican presidential nomination, it 1s 
felt that just about half the repub- 
lican members favor him. 

As respects Willis, of Ohio, the 
number of congressmen favoring him 
is limited to his own state, and de- 
cidedly' does not include all those. 


Some of the republican congressmen | 


from Ohio are strongly opposed to 
Willis, and others refrain from op- 
posing him only because of local ‘ex- 
pediency within the state. 


Hoover Is Favorite. 


Watson, of: Indiana, is another 
candidate for the republican presi- 
dential nomination whose support 
within congress is confined to those 
from his own state. It is probably 
safe.to say that no congressman out- 
side of Ohio supports Willis and that 
none of them think of him as a se- 
rious contender. The same could be 
said, probably, about the candidavy 
of Watson, of Indiana. 

As to Curtis, of ‘Kansas, his sup- 
port in the lower house is almost con- 
fined to the members of his own 
State, though he has ag:0 some sup- 
porters from adjoining states, such as 
Oklahoma, 

A quite considerable number of 
congressmen from the farm territory 
support Lowden, chiefly because Low- 
den is the leader and symbol of the 
farmers’ cause. Such remaining con- 
gressmen as are not already in favor 
of Hoover openly are for the most 
part following a policy of not ‘taking 
any position until the campaign ec 
velops further. 

A safe estimate would say. that the 
number of congressmen who defi- 
nitely favor Hoover is more than 
equal to the number supporting al! 
the other candidates combined, in- 
cluding the silent candidate, Dawes. 
As to the number of members who 
took delight in the discomfiture of 
Brand, and rose to give an ovation 
to Hoover's champion, Burton, that 
was practically the entire house, in- 
cluding the democrats.

-The fact is, the whole 
tainted transaction was adroitly con- 
cealed, although the public lands 
committee of the senate had ex- 
hausted every avenue of informa- 
tion to learn the secret of the naval 
oil leases made previously to Sin- 
clair by Albert B. Fall, then secre- 
tary of the interior, and from which 
the courts found that the latter 
had profited to the extent of $400,- 
000. 

The statement of Secretary Mel- 
lon emphasizes the knowledge that 
the administration officials knew 
of the Fall-Sinclair transactions. 

No one questions the personal 
integrity of Secretary Mellon. The 
integrity of Mr. Hays, then post- 
master general, is not questioned. 
Nor is that of former Senator But- 
ler. There is no evidence as yet 
that any one except Fall personally 
profited by the negotiations with 
Sinclair, 

The concealing of the facts, how- 


ever, when the senate committee 
was doing its best to get at the 
bottom of the whole oil transaction 
cannot be excused.

She 
is a prominent member of the Peach- 
tree Garden club, and’ as a March 
r, prepared and read before this 
organization, she stressed valuable 
nts which will aid those Atlantans 
planning to plant flowers during this 
She says: 
“March may come in like a lion 
It goes 
out like a lamb, It fs the promise 
month; no matter how hard the wind 


' blows or how the mercury falls. there 


is a bint of spring in the air and 
There 
is much to do this month. Next 
month there will three times as 
much, for April is about the busiest 
month of the year, so try to do every- 
thing — during March in order 
not to completely swamped in 
April, Clean up the garden, burning 
crop remnants from last year 
in order to kill whatever insect pests 
may have wintered over. Box and 
cores hedges should be trimmed before 
beginning to grow. Take a good look 
at the privet to see if it has scale 
and spray it with lime sulphur, one 
pound to five gallons of watet if done 
now, twice the quantity of water if 
done in warm weather. 


Work On Lawn. 


“Work on the lawn should be done 
this month. Seed the bare spots, giv- 
ing a dressing of sheep manure and 
bone meal. Dig out the dandelions, 
wild onions and other weeds; it is 
easier to do now than later. All 
shrubs should be pruned after bloom- 
ing but never in spring before they 
bloom. Lilacs get their pruning when 
the flowers are picked, as is the case 
with many other shrubs. 
trimmed and dead wood taken out 
and cement put in if needed. Work 
bone meal and sheep manure in your 
perennial border: divide your peren- 
nials as soon as possible; plelox should 
be divided every three years. There 
are many beautiful poppies advertis- 


Have trees’ 


éd in the seed catalogs. Sow them 
now. Have the ground prepared and 
rake the seed in lightly. Plant glad- 
iolus bulbs as soon as the ground can 
be worked and for a succession plant 
every two weeks until June 1. Hf 
gardeners want to plant the bualblets 
these should be kept in damp sand a 
month before planting or soak them 
for 24 hours, Keeping same in sand 
is said to be best. Some lilies can 
still be planted. Regal speciosum, ti- 
ger, auratum and several others. If 
roses haye not been pruned do it 
now and finish planting any new ones 
}as soon as possible. Branches of pus- 
sy willow can be rooted. It takes 
only about three weeks in either wa- 
ter or sand, and bloom when flow- 
ers are searce and look very pretty in 
the house, I cut mine about three 
weeks ago. before any bloom showed, 
thinking ther would open quickly in 
the house. Fwo weeks went by with- 
out a sign of their coming out. I! 
had about given up hope. I took off 
the hard, brown skin: it worked like 
magie and in two days they were 
beautiful. 

“I have heard a number of the gar- 
den club members complain of moles 
eating up things. especially tulips, so 
[ am going to tell you what one wom- 
an did .and completely got rid of 
them. Mix three parts of cornmeal 
and one part hellebore: push a stick 
into the moles’ runway, drop 1-2 tea- 
spoon of the bait into it and place a 
small stone over the opening so as 
to hide the light. Do this every three 
feet. Look over your garden tools to 
see whether in good condition or not. 

Hydrangeas Grow Readily. 

“Hydrangeas will be growing readily 
now and cuttimgs can be rooted earily 
in wet sand. Try growing a few 
standards, such as geraniums, fuchias. 
heliotropes, lantannas, plumbazo all 
are easily grown that way and grow 
tall quickly if slightly pot bound, Al- 
ways keep the stake firm so that it 


holds the standard and not the stand- 
ard holding the stake, feed with liquid 
manure ard cultivate the pot §fre-

WATER DRINKING. 
It used to be believed that water 


.drinking with meals would retard di- 


gestion, but that has been disproved. 
Unless the water is used io wash down 
foed that is insufficiently masticated, 
it is an aid to digestion, or.at feast 
produces no undesirable effect. 
Water is necessary for all of the 
body fluids, and is a part of every 
cell in the body. ‘Two-thirds of the 
body weight is made up of water. It 
holds the mineral] salts and building 
materials in solution until they are 
deposited where they are needed; and 
it carries away waste products. n 
If sufficient water isn’t taken, there 
is a dessication or drying in the va- 
rious organs and tissues, and even the 
blood may become more concentrated 
than is compatible with good health. 
£ course, we get water ftom our 
foods which have different proportions 
of water in them, and we get a large 
share from our beverages—tea, coffee, 


}cocoa, milk—but there is also need for 


more water than is obtained in this 
manner. © 

Marriott has emphasized that this 
dehydration of the blood to even a 
slight degree results in the impairment 
of the circulation, &nd as a result, a 
secondary functional disturbance in al- 
most every part of the body. This con- 
centration is especially liable to occur 
in babies. Babies and children have 
more need for water even than adults, 
for their bodies contain more water in 
proportion to their, weight, and a re- 
striction of water\ will hinder their 
growth and development. “I want a 
drink” is perhaps the mosf familiar 
demand of childhood, and it has a big 
physiological need as a basis. We'll 
have to allow our children to be heavy 
drinkers, 

You’ve heard the story of the lit- 
tle girl whose mother, thinking that 
the child’s demand for a drink during 
the night was a whim, threatened to 
spank her if she asked for it again. 
The little girl waited for a while, and 
then eried, “Mama, when you get up 
to spank me, will you get me a drink?” 
That’s pathetic, isn’t it? 

In certain conditions where much 
water has left the body, as in vomit- 
ing and diarrhea, and excessive perspi- 
ration, the water intake must be much 
increased. Underhill, ig an address 
before the New York section of the 


| American” Chemical society, brought 
out the fact that anhydremia (lessened 
water in the blood), which is caused by 
water deprivation, is quickly restored 
to normal condition by drinking wa- 
ter; but that the anhydremia from 
conditions in which the blood vessels 
are injured so that an undue pro- 
portion of the water seeps through 
is more difficult to remedy. In case 
of severe burns, for example, the ves- 
sels are seriously involved in this way 
and efforts to restore the proper blood 
concentration must be persistent and 
prolonged, and fluids must be taken 
continuously, until the blood capil- 
laries injured in the skin by the burn 
have had time to repair themselves. 


I’m giving you ineidents of abnor-/| 


mal conditions simply to emphasize 
your normal need for a goodly amount 
of good, fresh water every day. There 
are many who need to cultivate the 
habit of water drinking. Probably, 
like all measures, this can be over- 
done, but this is rare. We'll say at 
least three or four glasses of water 
between meals should be a daily habit. 
Many find that two glasses of water 
before breakfast has a stimulating ef- 
fect on the bowels, and they are much 
less liable to constipation. I'll advise 
those who are inclined to undereat, 
however, not to drink immediately 
before a meal, or to take. too much 
water with the meals. ‘The over- 
weighters needn’t heed this advice; in 
fact. a good drink of water before 
meals will help to fill the void so 
not quite so much food is ‘demanded. 
I allow my redurins followers to 
drink all the wateg they want. Water 
is not fattening, in the sense we use 
that term.
